How  You  Can  Reduce  the  Peril  of  Fire 


Since  the  beginning  of  the  year  there 
have  been  20  fires  on  the  St.  George  Cam- 
pus. Most  of  them  were  small,  one  caused 
extensive  damage,  and  the  total  property 
loss  ran  well  into  five  figures.  All  of  the 
outbreaks  were  potentially  dangerous  to  life 
as  well  as  to  property. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  risk  of  loss  of  life, 
the  University’s  Safety  and  Security  Divi- 
sion offers  these  safety  precautions: 

If  you  see  or  suspect  there  is  a fire: 

1.  Ring  the  nearest  fire  alarm  signal  in 
your  building,  or,  if  there  is  no  alarm  (not 
all  buildings  have  them)  shout  “Fire!” 

2.  Telephone  the  Toronto  Fire  Depart- 
ment—the  number  is  366-2133— and  clearly 
and  explicitly  identify  the  location. 

3.  Get  out  of  the  building  at  once,  but 
remain  nearby  to  direct  the  firemen  to  the 
exact  location. 

Sound  an  alarm  if  you  see  flame  or  if  you 
see  or  smell  smoke  which  cannot  quickly  be 
identified  or  located  as  to  cause. 


To  help  prevent  fires,  Safety  and  Security 
urges  you  to: 

1.  Switch  off  all  electrical  equipment, 
gas  appliances,  and  gas  cylinders  at  the  end 
of  the  working  day. 

2.  Cover  all  electrically-operated  office 
equipment,  such  as  typewriters,  calculators 
and  dictating  machines,  at  the  end  of  the 
day.  Although  this  will  not  prevent  fires,  it 
does  reduce  the  possibility  of  water  damage 
if  there  should  be  one. 

3.  Make  sure  you  know  the  location  of 
the  nearest  exit  and  of  an  alternative  in  the 
event  that  the  most  convenient  escape  route 
should  be  impassable  because  of  a fire. 

4.  Train  new  employees,  including  sum- 
mer-time temporary  help,  in  fire  safety  pre- 
cautions, and  be  sure  they  know  the  location 
of  exits.

Dr.  Can- 
dau was  most  appreciative  of  the  work  being 
done  in  the  field  of  education  of  inter- 
national students  in  Public  Health  subjects 
and  encouraged  the  School  to  draw  upon 
the  resources  of  the  World  Health  Organi- 
zation for  additional  facilities. 

Dr.  A.  J.  Rhodes  represented  the  School 
of  Hygiene  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  Schools  of  Public  Health  for 
North  America  held  in  Montreal,  May  8,  9, 
and  10.  The  School  is  a charter  member  of 
the  Association  of  Schools  of  Public  Health 
in  North  America.  Membership  in  this  group 
is  restricted  to  Schools  which  meet  all  of 
the  international  accreditation  standards  ad- 
ministered by  the  Committee  on  Profes- 
sional Education  of  the  American  Public 
Health  Association.  Two  Schools  in  Canada 
and  thirteen  in  the  United  States  now  be- 
long to  this  organization. 

Dr.  Rhodes,  already  a member  of  the 
special  Assessment  Group  on  Microbiology 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council,  has,  in 
addition,  been  appointed  chairman  of  the 
special  Assessment  Group  on  Preventive 
Medicine.  In  this  capacity  he  will  inter- 
view representatives  of  all  Departments  of 
Preventive  Medicine  and  allied  subjects  such 
as  Epidemiology,  Industrial  Health,  etc.,  in
